The Emergency Operations Center has several infrastruture repairs that are necessary to have a functional space in which emergency agencies 

can work. These repairs are outside of the normal budget of Property Management. They include upgrades to the restroom facilities and the 

auxillary air conditioner in the IT equipment room. Frequent water leaks have also plagued the space and repairs to these areas and repainting 

is necessary. 

Upgrades to the Emergency Operations Center for the City of New Orleans to enhance usability and extend the life of the space. 

The Master Plan and previous Capital Improvement Plans all note the uncertainty surrounding the life span of City Hall. However, it also notes 

the need for state of the art public safety facilities and to enhance emergency services. This project is necessary to keep the EOC as a minimally 

acceptable level for use.

Capital Budget Request Form

The proposed project calls for significant rennovations to the property within the Federal City site to account for a consolidated public safety 

warehouse facility. The rennovations would include creating areas among some 95,000 sq ft of storage space total and appropriate offices for 

logistics. There would be about 50,000 sq ft of climate controlled and 45,000 sq ft of mixed covered and exposed storage. The site would also 

have parking for fire apparatuses, and storage space for essential emergency supplies for citizens. There is significant riverfront and roadway 

for ease of access. $794,812 was allotted from FEMA funds (FK) for this project in 2013 CIP. 

A consolidated public safety warehouse to centralize supplies, assests and management for police, fire, EMS and emergency management. The 

project makes use of Federal City space to line up with preexisting plans. 

The Master Plan calls for Federal City to be utilized for public safety, government, and public-private partnerships.

Establish a joint training academy at the Victor H. Schiro MTA, including new 40,000 sq ft adminstration building, auditorium, indoor shooting 

range, classrooms, gym, barracks, pursuit driving track, and public safety training street. Facility would serve NOPD, NOFD, and NOEMS, as well 

as area public safety partners. 

Five year project to enhance the capabilities of our first responders and public safety personnel. Building a state of the art public safety training 

facility for all disciplines would consolidate costs, reduce overhead and create better trained police, firefighters, and EMS workers. The project 

would proceed in phases with enhancements to some items and the new construction later in the project. 

The Master Plan calls for the consolidation of City assets to create more efficient operating entities, especially in public safety. With the 

damages to the MTA at City Park and the strain on all three agencies, the project will alleviate a dire need. The project also fits in with the 

intendend use of the property and the further development in New Orleans East.
